2. The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions (II or HI or IV) and I are related as combination and subcombination. 

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because the combination claims (at least, independent claims 18, 29, 39, 61, 72 and 
82 thereof) do not specify "detecting the turning angle of a rotation shaft and being separated a 
certain distance away from the shaft". The subcombination has separate utility such as detecting 
the angular position of a shaft of any type of machine, other than a vehicle or a robot. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 104.

3. Inventions II, III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together (i.e., these embodiments are described 
separately in the specification without being described as combinable into a single system or 
method), and they have different designs, modes of operation, and effects (e.g., controlling a 
robot as opposed to indicating a vehicle driver's intent to make a right or left hand turn of a 
vehicle, and as opposed to indicating or controlling the movement or speed or acceleration of any 
type of movable object). 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art (i) in view of their different classification, 
(ii) due to their recognized divergent subject matter, and (iii) since they require a different field 
of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
